The isme of aboition of tl.is Board 
has figured largely in the election of 
General Assemblies at the two last ses- 
sions, and it is au undoubtei fact that 
the people generally regarded it with a 
good deal of odium. 

The opponents of the Board obtained 
a decisive majority la the last Legisla- 
ture, and passed a bill through both 
Houses abolishing it and relegating its 
duties to the County Boards, and there 
was a sigh of accomplished vengeance on 
the part of the tax-ridden populace*when 
the news was carried to the back coun- 
ties. 

The passage of the measure was never 
finally clinched, however, and was hung 
op by a motion to reconsider, which re- 
sulted in some of the most active fill- 
bartering witnessed at the session. A 
compromise was finally effected bj 
allowing the Board to continue, though 
shorn of some of its functions. 

The asperities of the peopte had been 
wmewhat mollified since theu by the fact 
that the Board last year reduced the 
issessment in the state 126,000,000, and 
it appeared that a tide of popularity 
t in in favor of this nmch 
i institution of assessment, but 
this feeling has been completely reversed 
by the present Board, which has pro- 
d along the plain letter of the law 
wsessed property according tn the 
language of the Constitution and the 
Statute, "at its cash value, estimated at
